Airport Sponsors must use current forms as part of their application submission; we cannot accept 
outdated/old forms (e.g. sponsor certifications; FAA Form 5100-101; FAA Form 5100-100; etc.). 


Do not combine a construction project with either a planning project, a land/easements project, 
and/or an environmental project in one application. 


Rule of thumb — keep the applications “clean.” So, one “stand alone” application for construction, one 
for planning, one for equipment, one for land/easements, and one for environmental.

This handbook provides guidance to FAA personnel on interpreting and administering the various 
continuing commitments airport sponsors make to the U.S. Govemment when they accept grants of 
federal funds or federal property for airport purposes. The handbook (i) analyzes the various federal 
obligations set forth in legislatively mandated airport sponsor assurances. (ii) addresses the nature of the 
assurances and the application of the assurances in the operation of public use airports. and (iii) 
facilitates interpretation of the assurances by FAA personnel. This manual was designed to provide 
guidance to FAA personnel pertaining to the Federal Aviation Administration (FAA) Airport 
Compliance Program.
